"But we think the rate is mod- 


erating and will continue to 
moderate," said Shultz, director 
of the Office of Management 
and Budget. 


"Across the economony gen- 


erally the rate of increase in 
wages has not been such as to 
cause inflation," he said. 


The questions and answers: 
Q. Mr. Director, do you find 


any reassurance on the inflation 
problem in the recent price sta- 
tistics? 


A. Well, the most recent price 


statistics show inflation at a 
high rate. I think if you take the 
price statistics over a period of 
time, however, you see that the 
rate of inflation is less, say, in 
the second half of 1970 than it 
was in the first half. We see a 


rather sharp decline in the rate 
of increase in the wholesale 
price index, which is an under- 
lying indicator. 


Q. Do you have any fear, in

tionary psychology?

TEHRAN, 
Iran (AP) - 


Iromised an uninterrupted sup- 
ply of Persian Gulf oil for the 
next five years, major Western 
oil companies are preparing for 
tougher price negotiations with 
Libya beginning this week. 


Ahmed Zeki Yamani, oil min- 


ister of Saudi Arabia who was a 
member of the team that con- 
cluded Sunday's Persian Gulf 
agreement, announced that he 
and Iraq's Saadun Hammadi 
will join in the new talks. Com- 
pany negotiators hoped their 
presence would moderate the 
Libyan stand. 


Deputy Premier Abdul Salam 


Jalloud of Libya said during the 
weekend that price increases 
demanded by the six Gulf states 
were below Libya's minimum 
requirements. Libya and Alge- 
ria supply Western Europe with 
almost a third of its oil, and 
company officials said Sunday 
that Libyan oil at least might be 
cut off if quick agreement is not 
reached. 


Libyan negotiators are ex- 


pected to demand about 60 cents 
a barrel over the current posted 
price of crude oil, retroactive 
payments and compulsory in- 
vestment in Libya of company 
profits. 


The Gulf agreement is binding 


on Saudi Arabia, Iraq, Iran, Ku- 
wait, Abu Dhabi and Qatar, who 
supply almost half of Western 
Europe's needs and 92 per cent 
of Japan's. A million barrels a 
day pumped from Iraq and Sau- 
di Arabia to Mediterranean out- 
lets are excluded, and Yamani 
and Hammadi will be negotiat- 
ing a new price for this oil in 
the next round of talks. 


Under the Gulf agreement, 


the posted price of light crude 
from the Gulf will go immedi- 
ately to $2.17 a barrel, up 38 
cents. Heavy crude will cost 40.5 
cents more at $2.125 a barrel. 
The agreement also provides in- 
creases of 2.5 per cent on June 1 
this year and each year from 
1973 through 1975 to compensate 
for inflation, plus an extra five 
cents a barrel "to reflect in- 
creasing demand for crude oil 
during the agreement." The tax 
rate on the companies' net in- 
come is stabilized at 55 per 
cent.

ANKARA (AP) - At least 


three armed Turks, believed to 
be leftist extremists, kidnaped a 
U.S. Air Force enlisted man 
from an American base on the 
outskirts of Ankara early today. 


U.S. officials said Airman l.C. 


Jimmy Finley, 24, of Fort 
Worth, Tex., was on guard duty 
when he was abducted. 


The kidnapers entered the 


base 
undetected, 
apparently 


forced Finley into an Air Force 
pickup truck and drove the 
truck off the base about 3:30 
a.m., firing a hail of bullets at 
American guards at the en- 
trance. 


The guards, who were un- 


armed, "hit the deck" at the 
guardhouse and were uninjured, 
officials said. They said Finley 
also was unarmed. 


The truck was found aban- 


doned about 10 miles outside 
Ankara, but there was no trace 
of Finley or the kidnapers. 


The U.S. Embassy in Ankara 


asked the Turkish Foreign Min- 
istry to insure that everything is 
done by Turkish authorities to 
arrange Finley's safe return. 


Twelve hours after the abduc- 


tion there had been no contact 
with the kidnapers. 


Police said they had no clue to 


the identity of the kidnapers. 
But there has been a rising 
wave of anti-American violence 
believed caused by leftist ex- 
tremists opposed to Turkey's 
membership in the North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organization and its 
alliance with the United States.

U.S. helicopter gunships went 


in after the downings and ap- 
parently destroyed the enemy 
gun positions. 


The losses brought to 15 the 


number of U.S. helicopters re- 
ported shot down in the Laotian 
operations that got under way a 
week ago. 


Not including the latest cas- 


ualties, 
American 
losses in 


Laos, by account of the U.S. 
command in Saigon, are eight 
men killed, nine wounded and 
two missing. Field reports indi- 
cate a higher toll, however. 


According to the field reports 


not yst confirmed by the U.S. 
command, 
three men were 


killed in the downing of a giant 
cargo 
helicopter, 
apparently 


carrying 
ammunition.

flying nearby said they saw an 
air burst, apparently from a

will interpret it that way, but 1 
don't believe they should. The 
big facts are that there is a tre- 
mendous difference between a 
deficit when the economy is op- 
erating at less than full employ- 
ment—and when you want to 
see it expand and get up to the 
point where it is using all its re- 
sources—and 
a 
deficit 
that 


takes place when the economy 
is already using all its re- 
sources, and when the extra 
government spending can only 
lead to bidding for resources 
that are already in use. 


Q. Do you think that wage in- 


creases can be moderated on 
the basis of a future hope that 
inflation will be less? 


A. Very large wage increases 


are 
not a general problem 


across the economy. They are a 
problem in particular places, 
and the most troublesome one is 
the construction industry. But 
across the economy broadly the 
rate of increase in wages has 
not been such as to cause infla- 
tion. 


I think the big thing that is 


going to come into play in 1971 
that is going to be helpful to us 
is a surge in productivity. When 
this surge in productivity comes 
against the wage increase levels 
which will persist, but which 
are moderate across most of the 
economy; not everywhere, but 
most of the economy -then we 
will see unit labor costs come 
under control. 


This on the cost side, com- 


bined with some moderation on 
the price side, is what gives us 
reason to think we can get con- 
trol of inflation. 


Q. Why is an increase in prod- 


uctivity expectable? 


A. For two broad reasons. 


First, the severe stress on prof- 
its characteristic of last year - 
and really of two or three years 
prior, but particularly last year- 
has led industry to examine 
its costs carefully. I think there 
has been the greatest burst of 
cost-consciousness across all or- 
ganizations that we've had in 
quite a number- of years.

Crowds Flood 
to Areas Hit 
by Earthquake 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - "I 


thought it would be a wonderful 
experience for the children," 
said a man about to take a pic- 
ture of the earthquake-wrecked 
veterans hospital where 44 per- 
sons died. 


His family was one of many 


seeing the sights Sunday in the 
northern San Fernando Valley 
on a sunny, warm holiday-week- 
end. They came to see the most 
powerful destruction wrought by 
Tuesday's 
earthquake, which 


killed a total of 62, injured more 
than 1,000, destroyed more than 
160 homes and businesses and 
damaged more than 3,000. 


Slow-moving traffic was heav- 


iest where damage was heaviest 
at the San Fernando Veterans 
Administration Hospital. 


At Olive View Hospital, where 


three persons died when new 
buildings collapsed, a guard re- 
ported sightseers "were double 
parking and everything yester- 
day. There were so many of 
them it looked like a fair- 
ground." 


As cleaning and 
repairing 


continued, federal officials esti- 
mated the total damage from 
the quake at $250 million to $300 
million. The county engineer, 
John Lambie, stuck by his pre- 
vious estimate of $1 billion, say- 
ing: "There's a lot of personal 
damage that hasn't been as- 
sessed yet." 


John Coleman, a spokesman 


for the Office of Emergency 
Preparedness, called I^ambie's 
figure "way off." 


The OEP said in Washington 


that $125 million to $175 million 
in federal funds, mostly from 
the President's Disaster Fund, 
would be used to help repair the 
damage. President Nixon has 
declared Ixis Angeles County a 
disaster area, making it eligible 
for federal aid.

continued to unsettle many of 
the seven million people who 
felt the destructive tremor last 
week. The strongest recent af- 
tershock, 3.7 on the Richter 
scale, sent engineers scurrying 
Sunday to the quake-damaged 
Van Norman Dam.

January had to be frustgating 


for Knodel and the Owls. Un- 
til then, Knodel took delight in 
good-naturedly ribbing Texas 
Tech coach Bob Bass about 
Bass being the shortest head 
coach in the SWC. But Bass re- 
signed, returning the honor to 
Knodel. 


Of much more concern to Kno- 


del was his Owls' playing. They 
ended January with two straight 
SWC losses and dropped their 
first game in February. 


But everything 
is flip-side 


now. The Owls have won three 
straight, including a convincing 
victory 
over 
league-leading 


TCU, and the Owls now are 
bunched with three others in a 
tie for second place. 


And it all was brought about 


by a matter of streamlining. 


"We were doing a lot of dif- 


ferent things both offensively 
and defensively then," Knodel 
said, referring to consecutive 
losses to Texas A&M, Baylor 
and Texas. "But then we start- 
ed concentrating our efforts on 
a few things. 


"I feel we're pretty stable 


now with the people we're going 
to use. That's something we've 
been searching for all year. And 
we're getting consistent perfor- 
mances from our bench." 


Coming off the three losses, 


Rice beat Texas Tech, handed 
TCU it's first loss of the SWC 
season and last Saturday beat 
Texas A&M on the road, 73-71. 


That puts the Owls back in 


the race and gives them mo- 
mentum for this week's crucial 
grind. It starts Tuesday night 
with a highlight contest against 
Baylor'in Houston/Both are tied 
for second with 5-3 records. Sat- 
urday, the Owls try to upend 
TCU in Fort Worth.

SMU pelted the Hogs 112-99 as 
Phillips became the SWC's all- 
time 
leading scorer. Baylor 


rapped Texas 88-67 and Texas 
Tech handed TCU its second 
loss, 72-65. 


The 6-foot-l Phillips canned 29 


points for SMU to run his total 
for three seasons to 1,753 points. 
-It betters the old record of 1,751 
set by the late im Krebs of 
SMU in 1955-57. 


"It feels pretty good to get the 


record," Phillips said. "Now I 
can just concentrate on our next 
six games." 


Tech got good guard play 


from Steve Williams in the 
victory over TCU. He scored 12 
points in the final eight minutes. 


"This was a tight rope," Tech 


Coach Gerald Myers said. "We 
played a much better defensive 
game this time compared to our 
last game with TCU. At the 
end, William sure got some key 
baskets." 


Rice's victory over the Aggies

Palmer Is 
Winner of 
Desert Meet

PALM SPRINGS, Calif. (AP) 


— The man is back. 


Arnold Palmer, referred to by 


his fellow pros as The Man or 
The King, had just won the Bob 
Hope Desert Golf Classic, writ- 
ing an end to the most frustrat- 
ing period of his incredible ca- 
reer. 


"I stood there at the presenta- 


tion ceremony and I saw people 
who have been following me 
around for 15 years and they 
were crying. It gives you a feel- 
ing ... well, I don't know how 
to explain it ..." 


It was the 56th tour triumph 


for the most popular player the 
game has ever known, but the 
first in 14 months, the longest 
drought he has suffered in 16 
years. 


"It wasn't easy," the 41-year- 


old Palmer 
admitted. "But 


then, nothing worthwhile ever 
is." 


He won it in dramatic fashion, 


rolling in an 18-foot birdie putt 
on the first hole of a sudden- 
death playoff with Ray Floyd 
after squandering a three-stroke 
lead in the 90-degree tempera- 
ture. 


Floyd shot a final round 67, 


five under par, to catch him. 


Palmer managed only a 70 


and blew a chance to win it out- 
right when a poor chip shot 
killed his opportunity for a bird- 
ie four on the 90th hole of the 
five-day tournament. 


They went to the first sudden- 


death hole tied at 342. 


"I stood there thinking, 'Well, 


is it gonna happen again ... 
said Palmer. 


"I've been in position to win 


10 or 12 times in the last year or 
so and either through my own 
mistakes or somebody else's 
playing real good, I lost. That 
sort of thing has to enter your 
thinking." 


Both drove into the left rough. 


Floyd came out about 15 feet 
from the pin. Palmer was short, 
about 18 feet. He stalked the 
putt carefully—and knocked it 
in. 


Palmer, who has made a for- 


tune from the game and shrewd 
investments picked up $28,000 
for the victory, putting his all- 
time money winnings over $1.3 
million. Floyd collected $16,000 
for second place. 


Bert Yancey finished third, 


four strokes back at 346. He had 
a final round 71. Billy Casper, 
the current Masters champion, 
had a 70 for 348 and fourth 
place. Jim Weichers and Bob 
Rosburg, each with a 72, fol- 
lowed at 349. 


It was a two-man race all the 


way. 


Floyd, playing in the group 


just ahead of Palmer, took a 
two-putt birdie on the first hole, 
rolled in an 18-footer on the sev- 
enth and caught Palmer with

A.J. Foyt missed the richest 


prize in stock car racing be- 
cause he ran out of gasoline. 


Richard Petty collected the 


$48,000 first prize in Sunday's 
Daytona 500 and said, "If any- 
body deserves it, we do. I think 
we worked for it. I don't think 
anybody gave it to us." 


The Petty team is said to be 


the only one operating with 
manufacturer backing this sea- 
son as Ford bowed out com- 
pletely and Chrysler cut its rac- 
ing budget to the bone. 


Petty, in a 1971 Plymouth, and 


Baker, in a 1971 Dodge, are the 
only NASCAR drivers with full 
factory aid, and they run togeth- 
er under the Petty Enterprises 
banner with a carefully trained 
pit crew and precision prepara- 
tion headed by Richard and his 
brother Maurice. 


"When we get in deep trouble, 


we call for dad," said Richard. 
He referred to Lee Petty, who 
won the first Daytona 500 in 1959 
and headed the operation until 
Richard 
was 
experienced 


enough to take charge. 


In his 13 years at the wheel, 


Richard Petty has won $880,000 
and won 120 races. Second best 
is David Pearson with 58 victo- 
ries. He finished fourth Sunday 
behind Petty, Baker and Foyt in 
that order. 


Foyt's car owners, the Wood 


brothers, asked for a recount. 


Foyt finished the race just in 


front of Petty, but speedway of- 
ficials said he was on the 199th 
lap and Petty on the 200th of the 
high-banked 2.5-mile Daytona 
International Speedway. 


"They were satisfied when 


they checked the lap tapes," a 
speedway 
official 
reported. 


"They didn't make an official 
protest." 


Foyt lost a lap when he ran 


out of gasoline as the battle for 
first money sifted down from a 
wide open contest in which a 
dozen drivers thrilled the crowd 
of 92,300 to a battle among four 
who survived earlier troubles. 


Baker blamed himself for los- 


ing. 


"I second guessed the crew on 


my last stop and told them to 
take a little bite out of the car," 
he said.

"He did and the horse ran 


perfectly," Sellers said. 


Merlin Volzke, who rode Han- 


alei Bay, thought he was going 
to win "but in the last couple of 
jumps I couldn't hold off War 
Heim."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Na- 


:ional Democratic leaders, pre- 
paring 'o shape next year's 
nominating 
convention, 
have 


given a strong boost to reform 
proposals developed by two spe- 
cial commissions. 


At the same time, they have 


moved !o ease possible opposi- 
tion at Friday's meeting of the 
Democratic National Committee 
by guaranteeing members elect- 
ed next year a voting spot and 
outgoing members a nonvoting 
spot in state delegations. 


The decisions, subject to ap- 


proval of the party executive 
committee meeting Wednesday 
and by the national committee, 
are contained in a draft of the 
proposed convention call—the 
document that sets ground rules 
for the nominating convention 
and tells states how to go about 
picking delegates. 


A copy obtained by The Asso- 


ciated Press shows strong sup- 
port for key recommendations 
of the McGovern Commission on 
delegate-selection 
procedures 


and the O'Hara Commission on 
party and convention rules. 


But the proposed call does not 


mention allocation of delegates 
among the states, likely to pro- 
vide the major controversy at 
this week's meetings. 


The O'Hara Commission vot- 


ed last month subject to review 
at a meeting Tuesday, to allo- 
cate half the convention votes 
on the basis of population and 
half on the basis of the Demo- 
cratic presidential vote in the 
last three elections. 


The results: eight large indus- 


trial states, where Democratic 
strength has been concentrated, 
especially in the 1960 and 1968 
elections, 
would have more 


than half the votes while small- 
er states 
would 
have less 


strength than in past conven- 
tions. 


The O'Hara commission also 


limited the role of national com- 
mittee members by requiring 
them to seek election with other 
delegates, rather than being as-

If you can hear the 
bell now, the trouble is with 
the push button. 


Contact points behind the 


button cap may need clean- 
ing, something you can do 
with a bit of sandpaper. If 
you can't get at the contact 
points, d i s c a r d the push 
button and install a new one. 
They are inexpensive. 


If the trouble is not at that 


end, then you will have to 
check the electrical source. 
Ordinary house current is 
too strong for a doorbell, so 
it is stepped down by means 
of a transformer. You will 
find the transformer by fol- 
lowing the bell wire, single 
strand wire that is thinner 
than regular house wire 


The transformer will be 


fastened to the ceiling of the 
basement somewhere or near 
the fuse box. There are pri- 
mary terminals and second- 
ary terminals on a trans- 
former. The primary termi- 
nals have the house wiring 
attached. Stay clear of those. 
The secondary terminals are 
for the bell wire leading to 
the button. You can check 
these—and only these—with 
the blade of your screw- 
driver. A tiny spark when 
you touch the blade across 
both terminals indicates thi-

The bell itself could be 


causing trouble. Connections 
may be loose or contacts 
dirty. Maybe the contacts 
are

You may find broken parts 
on examination. 


If you cannot clean or re- 


pair the bell, replace it. 


If the trouble is not with 


the bell, check the wiring. 
There may be breaks in it, 
or some point where the 
bare wire is exposed, caus- 
ing a short. If the wire is 
suspect, replace it with new. 
Since it runs through floors 
and walls, the easiest way is 
to fasten the new wire to the 
old and pull the old wire out, 
pulling in the new at the 
same time. 


The likeliest trouble spots 


are the button and the bell. 
Transformers seldom wear 
out and unless the wire has 
been 
subject 
to rubbing, 


there isn't much that is go- 
ing to go wrong with it. 


You can prevent trouble 


by periodically checking bell 
and button, especially if per- 
formance is erratic.

certain terminal screws are 
kept tight and that contacts 
are clean and you are not 
likely to have any trouble.

Official Had 
Interest in 
Penn Central

WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre- 


tary of Commerce Maurice H. 
Stans had an interest of more 
than $300,000 in a Penn Central 
subsidiary at the time his de- 
partment was involved in gov- 
ernment efforts to keep the fail- 
ing railroad afloat. 


The Cabinet officer is listed in 


a congressional report and in 
company records as owning 
about 38,000 shares in Great 
Southwest Corp.—holdings Stans 
did not mention specifically in a 
financial statement to Congress 
when he was confirmed as Pres- 
ident Nixon's secretary of Com- 
merce in January 1969. 


In that financial statement, 


Stans also pledged to put all of 
his holdings into a so-called 
blind trust and direct the trus- 
tee to make no accountings or 
reports whatsoever to him. How- 
gyer., in answer to written ques- 
tions 
from 
The 
Associated 


Press, Stans disclosed aware- 
ness of a trust 
transaction 


which he said occurred in Sep- 
tember 1969. 


According to records of a 


Penn Central board meeting 
June 8, 1970, Penn 
President 


Paul A. Gorman told board 
members Stans was involved 
along with other Cabinet mem- 
bers in plans to grant $200 mil- 
lion in federal loan guarantees 
to the railroad. 


Stans declined on Friday to 


grant 
an 
interview. 
But, 


responding to written questions 
shuttled into his office by an 
aide, he said he had attended 
"one meeting with some of the 
company's bankers in the office 
of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 


"But, said Stans, "in view of 


the circumstances of the matter 
I disqualified myself from any 
further meetings with them or 
with any of the principals." 


In June 1970 the administra- 


tion decided to grant the rail- 
road the $200 million in loan 
guarantees under the Defense 
Emergency Act. 


But in the face of opposition in 


Congress, chiefly from Rep. 
Wright Patman, D-Tex., chair- 
man of the House Banking Com- 
mittee, these plans were aban- 
doned on June 19. Two days lat- 
er the railroad filed for reorgan- 
ization under federal bankrupt- 
cy laws. Congress since has vot- 
ed $125 million in loan guaran- 
tees for the Penn Central. 


The House Banking Commit- 


tee, 
in a sharply critical staff 


report of Penn Central manage- 
ment released Sunday, listed 
Stans as owning 38,000 shares of 
Great Southwest, the Dallas- 
based 
real 
estate company 


more than 90 per cent owned by 
Penn Central. 


Stans, not otherwise men- 


tioned in the report, was de- 
scribed as one of four partners 
or former partners of Glore 
Forgan-Wm. R. Staats & Co. 
holding ihe same number of 
shares on June 12, 1970.

the railroad's chief investment 
adviser, when he took his Cabi- 
net post.

Reports Envoy's 
Peace Plan 
to Be Rejected

Israel's Cabinet is rejecting 


the peace proposals offered by 
U.N. 
mediator Gunnar V. Jar- 


ring, 
according to reliable 


sources 
in 
Jerusalem. 
The 


Egyptian government, however, 
replied "positively" to Jarring, 
the authoritative Cairo newspa- 
per Al Ahram reported. 


The newspaper gave no de- 


tails of the Egyptian response 
but said it had been forwarded 
to the Big Four governments. 


Jarring submitted his propos- 


als last week to Israel and 
Egypt. They have not been pub- 
lished, but it is understood they 
call for Israeli withdrawal from 
the Suez Canal and the Sinai 
Peninsula, occupied during the 
1967 
war; stationing of U.N. 


troops at the foot of the Sinai to 
protect Israeli shipping through 
the Strait of Tiran; and a decla- 
ration by Egypt of readiness to 
sign a peace treaty with Israel. 


The two provisions concerning 


the occupied Arab territory 
were the basis of Israel's key 


objections, the sources said. 


Israel has repeated often that 


the Sinai must not be released 
without a peace treaty and that 
it has little faith in U.N. peace- 
keeping forces. The informants 
said these old objections were 
brought up in Sunday's six-hour 
Cabinet meeting. 


Premier Golda Meir's govern- 


ment also considered that Jar- 
ring overstepped his authority 
because his mandate from the 
U.N. 
Security Council authoriz- 


es him to act only as a go-be- 
tween and not as an initiator. 


The sources said Israel would 


continue 
to 
press 
Egypt, 


through Jarring, for a response 
to its request last month that 
the Egyptians give a formal 
expression of willingness to con- 
clude a peace treaty with Israel. 


Leaders of most political par- 


ties in Israel and the Israeli 
press attacked Jarring's initia- 
tive, but in Washington, the 
State Department's leading spe- 
cialist on the Middle East said 
the United States welcomes it. 


Appearing on the CBS televi- 


sion program "Face the Na- 
tion," Joseph Sisco, undersecre- 
tary of state for Near Eastern 
and South Asian affairs, said 
Jarring "is now getting at the 
very crucial questions that have 
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long divided the Arabs and the 
Israelis." 


President Tito of Yugoslavia 


arrived in Cairo on a state visit, 
bringing President Anwar Sadat 
exchanges with President Nixon 
and British Prime Minister Ed- 
ward Heath on the Middle East. 
It is understood he asked them 
to pressure Israel into softening 
its peace demands, and their re- 
plies arrived in Belgrade Fri- 
day. 
Tito, is a solid backer of 


the Arabs. 


Egypt sent two warplanes 


over Israeli positions on the 
Suez Canal Sunday, the Tel Aviv 
military command said, the 
first such intrusion since the 
cease-fire was extended Feb. 5.
